The Street Superintendent Declares

feet, was adopted as read, 

DELINQUENT TAXES. 

The following report was then read:

and the great American play. The 
light is still burning in the signallamp, 
but neither the novel nor the play bas 
been written.”’ Then ‘*Herbert Ciark- 
son’? wants to know if we think 
Liowells bas written that novel. 

No, we donot think that Howells 
has written any work which all of the 
literary world will join in pronouncing 
the gréat American novel; nor do we 
believe that such a novelor such a play 
will ever be written. . 

It is characteristic of some people to 
judge of the future by looking up pre- 
cedents. They think that, as history 
is said to repeat itself, s0 «joes litera- 
ture. They are constantly looking for 
sume bright and shining departure 
in letters which shall recail the 
effulgence of early writers. They 
do not stop to think that some of these 
writers broke the intellectual gloom 
which had hung over the world since 
the Middle Ages. They do not con- 
sider that a light of any brilliancy 
whatever, shining forth from such 
Cimmerian darkness, would be notable. 
iuey do not reason that, as the ages 
recede, all the ledser tapers are obliter- 
ated, and only the master lights shine 
through. 


We should not look for the coming 
of another Shakspeare or Bacon or 
Milton. In the first place, the evolu- 
tion of intellect does not touch at the 
same spot twice. In the second place, 
we would not know whatto do with 
Shakspeare or Bacon or Milton if we 
had them today. Imagine anybody 
hammering out the pouderous blank 
verse of Paradise Lost and sending a 
canto or two to one of the popu- 
lar magazines for publication. 
It would need to be accompanied with 
a plentiful supply of postage stamps or 
it would not even be returned with 
thanks. Imagine a full fledged Shaks- 
perean play, without the eclat of Shaks- 
péare’s name, offered to a modern stage 
tinauager. Why, it would never get a 
reading! 

And so every age is a law-unto itself, 
in literature as well as in everything 
else. We of the present day live in an 
atmosphere of diffused light. There is 
no chance fora single lamp to glare 
and make itself notable for all time, 
because there are 80 many others that 
buro with almost equal brilliancy. 
The time bas gone by for one mind to 
tower so far above allits feliows that 
it aloge will be noted out of all 
the multitude. Hence it will be 
a fruitiess quest to look for 
the great American novel or play. But 
we way look for an American litera- 
ture which will have a character of its 
own—which will be polished, incisive, 
elegant, strong—which in its great 
mass and variety and general excel- 
lence will equal or excel the outgiving 
of any enlightened people since the 
world began. ‘loward the accomplish- 
ment of this great aggregate How- 
elis and other writers of his stamp are 
contributing. 

All are but parts of one stupendous 
whole.

ONLY AN INTERMITTENT LAKE,

INDIANS AS LABORERS. 


They will be Brought from 
Yuma, Ariz 


FIELD’S MISSION SUCCESSFUL 


Will Bring Two Hundred Indians 
from the South to Exoeriment 
with Them as Grape 
Pickers. 


“I’m up here with a view of placing 
the Indian Jabor at Yuma and vicinity 
in your great vineyards,” said D, M. 
Field of Yuma, Ariz., to a Fresno Re- 
publican reporter, ‘‘We bave about 
1500 of these red people who could be 
brought here and utilized on your vine- 
yurds and ranches, These comprise 
Yumas, Cocopahs and Mojave 
Apaches. 

GOOD WORKERS. 

“Are they familiar with agricultural 
pursuits? Thoroughly so. Down our 
way they constitute the very best of. 
labor, and we are quite satisfied with 
them. They are sober, industrious and 
honest. Drunkenness is against a 
tribal regulation and is severely chas- 
tised.’ 

“In many instances these people 

have given better satisfaction than 
Chinese or white Jabor. For instance, 
the Southern Pacific employed large 
numbers of them at the time of the 
flood, and they laid two sections while 
the Chinese were laying one. 
_ “In Yuma,a town of 700 people, 
there are seven saloons. In these sa- 
loons these Indians are employed as 
janitors..: Phey come to the pro- 
prietor in the morning, get the keys, 
open the place, sweep and dust it, 
bave the freest access to the liquor, 
yet are never drunk, nor have I ever 
heard one accused of dishonesty. The 
Indians bottle all the wine that comes 
to Yuma-in casks, yet in my eight 
years’ residence there | have never 
seen a drunken Indian. 

‘‘We work them on steamers, in 
boats and in every capacity along the 
river, in and out of the water, and 
with perfect satisfaction. 

“They dig wells, barrow, cultivate, 
make fences, lay sidewalks and do any- 
thing that a white man can do. If 


they can do all these things they can | 


pick grapes. They. will get the hang 
of it as quickly as the Chinese and will 
be better liked. 

THEIR COST. 

‘It is our purpose to bring these In- 
dians bere at once, work then through- 
outthe season and then take them 
home. They would notcome under 
any other conditions, They have been 
as far north as Los Angeles, bop pick- 
ing, but to come here would be quite 
a trip for them. 

*What would they work for? Well, 
I think they can be delivered here, in- 
cluding transportatiun botb ways and 
covering all ex atabout $1.35 a 
day. The cost a day shall! not exceed 
that to any one who employs them and 
they will give better satisfaction than 
a Chioaman at $1.75. . 

“These Indians, too, would leave 
half their earnings here, which the 
Chinese laborer looks out not to do. 
They are very fond of ‘store things.’ 
I find they could get these here for 
about half of what they would have to 
pay down there, apd yqu let the Indian 
alone tor finding thaB out. He isa 
close buyer and soon learns where he 
cau drive the best bargains. They are 
great sugar eaters—sugar and water 
melons. Of the latter they never tire. 

“We will bring men mainly, but 
about 25 per cent. of squaws. The 
presence of squaws will hboid them to- 
gether better and they will cook and 
mend for them and make things more 
homelike. Thenthe squaws will be 
found useful in the fields; also. 

PARTIALLY CIVILIZED. 

“There are many false notions ex- 
tant concerning these Indians,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Field. ‘They are as far 
from the Digger ideul. as is poasibie. 
The Yuma Indian bas long since dis- 
carded the G-string and will come up 


“pere dressed like an American, saving 


the hat. He wouldn’t part with his 
bushy head. Tney are a fine and 
manly race, although not warl ke. . 
**These southern Indians bave been 
wedded to the arts of peace for many 
vears. They have long been self-sup- 
perting and do not cost the Govern- 
mentacent. They hunt but little, 
making their living by tilling the soil. 
We will bringno old men or crippies 
here, no opium smokers or lepers, but 
strong, stalwart, strapping fellows, 
young and athletic and. bouncing, 
healthy squaws. They will compare 
with any Jabor you have ever bad, save 
the Caucasian, whois the best work- 
man on earth, when he is willing.”’

Allegations of the Existence of ah 
Unholy Contract.

A private telegram was received |.

Ithas transpired that the 
rumors were due toa raid of some 
mountain bandits who burned some 
roadside inns onthe Hupeh frontier 
and after some plundering retreated to 
the hills. 

RIOTERS BEING TRIED AGAIN. | 

British Consul G.rdner at Hankow 
is stated not to have been satisfied 
with the perfunctory trial of the Wu- 
such rioters, and remonstrated so ef- 
fectually that the Viceroy Chang Chi 
Tung ordered the cases to be reopened. 
The Chinese customs officials of Chin- 
kiang arrested six men charged with 
being members of the Kolao Hui secret 
society which is said to have fomented 
the present troubles, and they were 
held for trial.

TWO PLUCKY BOY TRAVZLERS FROM 
PASADENA. 

On Monday, August 3, Walter Rich- 

ardson and Frank Long arrived in the 

Yosemite Valiey. The trip was made 


on foot from Pasadena in company 
with a pack burro. in twenty-two days, 


' the distance covered being over 400 


niles, 

Yesterday a long letter was received 
from young Richardson, detailing his 
experiences in the great valley, His 
adventures are particularly interest- 
ing «nd forcibly illustrate what two 
plucky boys can do in the way of travel 
and sightseeing un a very nominal sum 
(forthe pair started from Pasadena 
with less that $10 in their pockets.) 

The letter states that after leaving 
Fresno, seventy-five miles in the finest 

ine forest of the State were traversed. 

he big trees range from four to ten 
feet indiameter. When within twenty 
miles of the valley, Will Grabam, 
another Pasadena boy, and a compan- 
fon were found lying sick by the road. 
They were given some medicine, after 
which they started fora cavalry camp 
near by to obtain further medical at- 
tendance. 

Instead of going down into the val- 
ley the traveiers went to Glacie: Point, 
2000 feet above the valley level, where 
a wagnificent view of rocky promi- 
nences, waterfalls and lakes is ob- 
tained. The Merced River was seen 
where the water drops 1000 feet, runs 
a short distance and then tumbles over 
another precipice 450 feet high. 
Thence the travelers climbed to what 
is poetically styled ‘“‘Cloud’s Rest,”’ 
9000 feet above sea level. Here they 
met another part en route for 
Mono Lake and decided to join them. 
The course now lay through snow-covy- 
ered mountains, green meadows and 
forests, strangely, following one 
another in quick succession. At the 
camp where the letter was written 
heavy frosts fell at night, and the at- 
mosphere wascold enough to freeze 
waver. 

A difficult ascent was made up Mt. 


ag tue third highest mountain in 


Sierra Nevada range, and 
which has on one the 
largest glacierin the United States, 
outside of Alaska. The party 


had to blacken their faces to prevent 
being blinded by the snow. When 
reaching the foot of the glacier, the ex- 
cursionists tied themseives together 
with stout ropes to prevent accident. 
After the glacier had been surmounted 
the climbing became even more dan- 
gerous. The party became separated 
and Richardson was the first to reach 
the summit. Hegotthere by cutting 
notches in the ice with a hatchet for 
his feet. The scenery from the top

The following Wednesday the creat 
divide was crossed and Bloody Cafion 
entered. The country is described as 
rough but extremely beautiful. Lakes 
and cascades are numerous, ditto cra- 
ters.

Hetchy Valley, next in grandeur tothe 
Yosemite, and visited by but few.

JUDGE CAMPBELL’S DECISION 


The Law of the Case Clearly Set 

Forth—Further Developments 
Promised—Riverside and 
Redlands.

Maj. Moses Kenniston is no longer a 
member of’the Board of Trustees of 
the city of San Bernardino. This is 
the effect of a decision rendered yes- 
terday by Superior Judge Campbell in 
Department Two. The decision and 
the result were both looked for and 
were not, therefore, unexpected. 

The opinion of Judge Campbell was 
not lengthy. In opening he recites the 
facts of the complaint and also the 
facts set up in answer to the complaint. 
‘Lhe complaint itself did not charge 
corruption, merely technical violation 
of the law. ‘The answer in substance 
denied any willful, knowing or intean- 
tional violation of the law and proved 
that the city bad profited by the con- 
tracts which the corporation had en- 
tered into with Maj. Kenniston. In 
giving his opinion Judge Oampbell 
says: 

As to whether this action is bruoght under 
the provisions of “An act providing for the 
removal of civil officers for a violation of 
official duties,”’ approved March 30, 1874, or 
under the general provisions of secs. 889 
and 772, Penal Code, is immaterial, so far 
as effecting the standing of the parties in 
court is concerned, if it be true as con- 
tended for by counsel for the defendant 
that the act of March 30, supra, has been re- 
pealed, still an examination of sec, 889, 
supra, and the procedure provided for in 
sec, 772, supra, clearly establishes the fact 
that the procedure adopted by counsel for 
complainant was in every particular proper 
and in accordance withthe law. 

The gravamhen of the charge in the case 
at bar is for a violation of sec. 811 of “An 
act to provide for the organizition, incor- 
poration and government of municipal cor- 
porations,” approved March 13, 1883, which 
is in the following words: 

“No officer of such city shall be inter- 
ested, directly or indirectly, in any contract 
with such city, or with any of the officers 
thereof, in their official capacity, or in doing 
any work or furnishing any supplies for the 
use of such city or its officers in their offi- 
cial capacity; and any claim for compensa- 
tion for work done, or supplies.or materials 
furnished, in which any such officer is in- 
terested, shall be void, and if audited and 
allowed, shall not be paid by the Treasurer. 
Any willful violation of the provisions of 
this section shail bea ground for removal 
from office, and shail be deemed a migde- 
meanor and punished as such.”’ 

By an examination ofthe answer of de- 
fendant, it clearly appears that the acts 
complained of are admitted; the same is 
also established by eviderce introduced, 
which was very brief. I do not mean to be 
understood as saying that the answer 
admits the facts in the same manner in 
which they are charged, but what the 
answer failsto admit, the evidence estab- 
lishes; thatis, it appears that defendant 
was and is an officer as charged; that he in 
fact did enter into the contract as set out, 
while such member; thafhe wasa member 
of the firm of Kenniston & Brazelton; said 
firm did let and furnish teams, carriages, 
etc., to the c:ty officials to be used for city 
purposes; that he,as one of the city of- 
licials, frequently went with the other 
officials at the time of the useof the con- 
veyances, and when the same were used 
upon city business. lt further appears as 
a matter of fact, thata greater partof the 
bills for carriage hire, etc., were made out 
by defendant himself and presented to the 
City Board of Trustees; that defendant, as 
a member of the finance Committee, in- 
dorsed the following, which appeared on a 
number of said biils, towit: “I have cxam- 
ined the within claims. and find the same to 
be a legal charge against the city,” that 
the same were allowed and paid by the 
treasurerof said city; thatthe defendant 
atthe time of their’ payment knew that 
the same were for city purposes. De- 
fendant’s counsel seek to avvid the effect 
ofthe facts so estabiished, by claiming 
thet the same were not “prompted on 
the part of the defendant through, or by any 
corrupt, dishonest or improper motives or 
intentions.” I freely concur with counsel 
for the defendant in part, if notin ail of the 
above, so far as relates to whether the same 
was corruptly or dishorestly done, and aiso 
as to the motives. 1am of the opinion that 
Mr. Kennistoo did not, in avyof the acts 
euumerated act corruptly or dishonestly, 
neither do I believe he had any “impruper 
motives or intentions,” if counsel mean by 
that an intent to violate law, or to injure or 
acquire an advantage over the city. This, 
however, is not the subject ot inquiry here. 
The complaint does not charge it, neither 
is there any proof to that effect. The com- 
plaint is simply in the languageof the stat- 
‘ute, namely: That defendant wilfully vio- 
lated the provisions of section 811 supra. 

This leads to the construction of the word 
“willfully,” which is expressiy defined in 
sec. 7, sub. 1 of the Penal Code, as follows: 
“The word ‘willfully’ when applied to the 
intent with which an act is done or omitted, 
implies sunply a purpose of willingness to 
cowmit the act, or make the omission re- 
ferred to. It does not reguire any intent to 
violate law, or tc injure another, or to ac- 
quire any advanrage,”’ 

it will thus be seen that the Legislature 
in framing. section 811, supra, not only 
selected language, clear and unambiguous; 
but studiously omitted such words as ‘‘cor- 
ruptiy and dishoneatly,” the reasons for 
which are quite apparent. : 

‘The adoption of said section is undoubdt- 
edly based upon principles of sound public 
policy. Neither can its wisdom or judi- 
ciousness be called in question, 

It is but the enunciation of the old rule 
that one cannut serve two masters faith- 
fully. ‘The law is based upon - broad prin- 
ciples, and is made for general and not 
special application; the purpose being to 
remove from persons holding offices of pub- 
lic trust all temptations, and that there 
may be no conflict between individual and 
public interests. Experience teaches that 
it is a Salutary law. or does the law pro- 
vide that the rule shonid be relaxed because 
the interested official refuses to cast bis 
own vote in support of the claim presented

rule might with an equal degree of confi- 
dence be interposed iu every instance where 
a violation of the law is charged, The 
sition of Counsel is Met upon the Very 
threshold with the hoary-headed maxims, 
“Ignorance of those things which one is 
bound to Know, excuses not;” again, “Igno- 
rance of the facts excuses; ignorance of the 
law excuses not.” Every man must be 
taken to be cognizant of the law; otherwise 
there is no saying to what extent the excuse 
of ignorance may not be carried, - 
There is noclaim or pretense u 
‘part of the defendant that he was iguorant 
of the facts. ‘The conclusion, therefore, is 
irresistible that he didthem “knowingly,” 
that word being@ defined in sec. 7, sub. 
5.as followsa, “The word ‘knowingly’ im- 
ports only a Wrowledge that the facts exist 
which bring tue act or omission within the 
provisions of this code. It does not require 


n the 


aor or Omission.” 

Upon the facts recited and the. conclu- 
sions reached, 1 am satistied that complain- 
ant is entitled to a decree as prayed for. 

This is not tha end of this case. It 
willnow gotothe Supreme Court on 


appeal. There are undoubtedly other

New Process for Curing Lemons. 

A Pasadena man, says the Ontario 
Observer, has discovered a new pro- 
cess for the rapid curing of summer- 
grown lemons, His method is to lay 
upon the floor of a cellar or curing 
house about eight inches of green 
alfalfa, on which he piles several 
layers of lemons, and covers the whole 
with about eight inches of the same 
material. By this process, it is said, 
he succeeds in curing perfectly green 
lemonsin from ten to fourteen days. 
The chemically produced heat of the 
alfalfa acts as the curative agent. 
About the keeping quality of the 
lemons we cannot say, but as they can 
be rushed to market, this point is not 
important,
